MEDU DECIDED LABOR PROTEST 
WOULD FLOP 

In reading newspaper accounts of the 
October M national day of protest, 
Canadians might Itave learned more 
about the class interests of the 
commercial press tTian about the 
significance of the protest Itself, 



according to Canadian News 

Synthesis Project, 

In a recently-published pamphlet 
titled' Making History' , theCNSP, 
a non-profit Toronlo-basod organi- 
sation speclaUzing in media analysis, 

examines ihe treatment given the 
protest before and after the event 
in both the commercial and labor 



media. 

Tlie commorclal press, according 
to CNSP, "decided beforehand that 
the day of protest would be a failure 
and prepared their readers accord- 
ingly" by failing to recognize the 
significance of the event — the 
rirsl time North American workers 
staged a national gt?neral strike over 
a political Issur.

as a cost-saving measure. 

While few universities conduct 
formal surveys of job prospects 
of graduates' employment, seve- 
ral campus officials have provi- 
ded The Labour Gazette with 
reports on their experiences 
with employers and 1976 gradua- 
tes. 0n9Giperlence common 
almost evcrywtiero is that gra- 
duates In education, nursing and 
several ottier health professions 
are having trouble finding profes- 
sional openings because of gover- 
nment spending cutbacks In their ' 
fields, 

w. H. Thomas, branch manager 
of Canada Manpower Centre at 
McMaster University, Hamilton, 
Ont,, found a noticeable drop In 
the number of employers who 
wore recruiting on campus In 
recent years. He attributed this 
not only to the current labcwr 



market but also to the fad that 
many employers are hiring busi- 
ness or technological graduates 
o! community colleges "and us- 
ing them in areas where previous- 
ly university graduates were In 
fact underemployed," 

At McMaster, as elsewhere, 
arts, health science and social 
work graduates were not doing 
a.s well as engineering, computer 
science, chemistry, commerce 
and business administration gra- 
duates. Chemistry graduates 
were in "average" demand, and 
the demand for biochemistry and 
biology graduates was only fair, 
Thomas also noted ,»very little 
demand" for graduates in physics, 
pure mathematics and geole^ - 

"a decline from other years." 

At Mo!int AlUsoo University In 
Saokvllle, Now Brunswick, E. D. 
Boothroyd, manager of the on- 
compus Manpower centre, des- 
cribed the picture as "probably 
no different from other universi- 
ties across Canada." 

"B- A. and B, Sc graduates 
have been getting little attention 
from recruiters," he says. 
"They have no specific marketable 
skills and whereever they apply 
they Und others have been there 
before them," While teaching 
contracts have been signed by 



only about one third of bachelor 
of education graduates, employ- 
ment prospects appeared "rea- 
sonable" for bachelor of commer- 
ce gradjates. 

The one campus that reports 
good prospects for Its education 
graduates Is Unlversitc de Monc- 
ton In New Brunswick, largely 
because they are bilingual and 
there Is a demand for teachers 
of French as a second lan^age. 
Some of the, however, would be 
accepting teaching jobs in Quebec, 
Or'arlo and the Prairie provinces 

In Its 197G shidy of the Cana- 
dian labour market, the Economic 
Council of Canada found that 
many young people enter the mar- 
ket "wtlhlllttlo apprcclaUon ol 
the world of work" and that part 
o( ttielr Job dissatisfaction 
"seems to roHect a mismatching 
of their educational training and 
expectations with ttie realities 
of the Jobs they are offered."

THE LAW says that a person accused of 
acrimeha&thoj-iiihttorcmainsllent. 

This rule was developed not to protect the 
eulUy. but partly to slop abusive 
qucslioninB proc«iure5 which have taken 
place from time to time to force people to 
confess to things they may or may not 

tmvc done. 

The rule also recognizes that words can 
be f{ivcn different meanings and that a 
person asking questions - with the oblect 
of proving what that person thinks must 
be the truth - can twist facla^nd com- 
pletely confuse the person being 

questioned. 

People who ore questioned long enough 
or who are put under enough pressure, 
may break down and confess to most 
anything -including (maybe) thelnith. 

The right lo.remain silent Includes, ot 
course, people who arc not charged with 
an offence. In most situations, a person 
need not talk to the police if the person 
docs not care to. 

1 MISTAKE: Criminallawisfiftypcr 

centofallthelAW. 

THE LAW; The law is often divided for 
convenience into Criminal Law and Civil 
(non-criminal) Law, but (hey are not 
equal inaizel avilUwinvolvesdozcnsof 
different kinds of law like Tax Law, 
Prison Law, Real Property Ij^v.Welfare 
Law. Transportation l-aw, Juvenile Law 
andsoon. 

Criminal law gels more publicity than 
the rest of the Law, but it b only one small 

partoflheLaw< 

4. MISTAKE: If a person is roDbed oi 
aisaultcdorisavlctlmofanycrimc,hcor 
she candropthecbargesatany time, 

THE LAW considers crimes to be 



«ulnst aU oC society and not Jost against 
the twUvidual vicUros, It Is usually not a 
victim's choice as to whether a charge 
shoQld be laid or-wbether a trial sbould- 

take place. 

A victim can Influence a particular 
case: the person may not report the crime 

or may not fully co-operate with the 
police, etc. But once a crime is under 
poUce InvesUgatlon, it Isn't often that the 
victim Is given the chance ta make 
dedsiOAS about what should be done uout 

5. MISTAKE: AU people released on 
bail must deposit hundreds or even 
thousands of dollars at court. 

THE LAW: It is true that some people 

arc required to deposit money before they 

are released. But most people arc 

released from jailslmply by signing a 

promise (the legal w'ord is 
"recoRniiance")toBo back to coiut when 

their cases copic up. The recognizance 
may include aprombe to pay a certain 
nmount of mohiry if the person docs not go 
locourtwhcnheoraheissuppascdlo. 

For example, you will often hear a 
JudKc in court say that a peraon can be 
released "on'his'own recognizance of 
$1,000". The Sl.OOO is not paid to courtand 
never will have to be if the person returns 
to court and lives by any other conditions 
sot by the judsc - such as slaying away 
from a certain place or abstaining from 
drinking alcohol. 

Bail is not usually necessary. Accused 
persons can be released fromcustody on a 
simple promise to be In.court when 
required* 

G. MISTAKE: Everyone is exactly 
and entirely equal before the criminal 

law. 

Many comments hove been made by 
various people that while everyone is 
subject to the criminal law» it tends to be 
lower income people who are involved 
with it, and that they are less likely than 
upper Income people to know their legal 
rifihlfi and to be able to exercise them. For 
example, a high income person is more 
likely llum a low income person to know 
the name of a lawyer » to Insist on calling a 
lawyer, to remain silent or to be able to 
explain a situation to the police, to make a 
good appearance in court, to testify ar- 
ticulately and to be believed und to 
receive a moderate sentence. One person 
expressed it brieflyi "When ah upper 
income person is involved with the 
criminal law, his advantages begin to 
multiply. When a low Income person is 
Involved with the criminal law, his 
disadvantages begin to multiply'*. 

7, MISTAKE: All persons charged 
with an offence have a trial and most 
trials are Jury trials. 

. THE LAW: Television programs and 
movies create this Impression, but itis not 

an accurate picture of what really hop- 
pens. Most people chorgod with criminal 
offences plead guilty, so that no trial is 
necessary. (The purpose of atrial is to 
decide guilt or innocence. Jf the accused 
person admits gullt.lhert Is no need far a 

trial. ) No more thanten per cent of all

6. MISTAKE: Allcrlminalcasesmust 
receive publicity in newspaper 

THE'LAW; There Is very little law on 
the subject of publicity. Howevcr,-it ia 
clear tluit newspapers andother media 
are able to print at Iffa'st the names of 
accused persons at any stage of a 
criminal matter. 

There is no law that newspapers must 
publish any names. The numbers which 
actually appear in a newspaper depends 
on such things as the space available in 
the paper and the number of reporters at 
the courts. A survey of two Winnipeg 
newspapers a few years ago showed that 
about one out of every five criminal coses 
were being reported. 

9. MISTAKE: No one thinks of the 
victim. The" accused person has all the 

rights. 

THE LAW: It la true that victims of 
crime often arcnot fully compensated for 
their injuries or loss: perhaps the Injury 
just cannot be fully corrected or the 
criminal is not worth sue ingt>ecause he or 
she has nothing or restitution of damaged 

property isn*t possible. 
But victims do have rights. In 
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Manitoba, there is a Crime Compensation 
Board to which victims of crime may 
apply for compensations as a result of 

crime. 
Victims of crime may sue the persons 

who causes them injury or loss. All vic- 
tims should obtain legal adviccabout this 
and other possible actions they might 
take. There is lots of discussion going on 
now about how criminab might beable to 
help their Victims or somehow correct 
what has been done, rather than the law 
simply putting the criminal in jail or 
makinghim or her pay a fine, 

10. MISTAKE: Awltnesscon refuseto 
Rive evidence In court. A ^ Uness can 
decide which questions he or she will 
answer. A witness can plead the Fifth 
Amendment. A witness can refuse to 
name people who may have committed a 
crime. 

THE LAW: The Fifth Amendment Is 
American law, not Canadian. That 
law allows a person to refuse to give 
evidence whkh. might Incriminate 
himself or herself, 

In Canada, a witnessi must answer ail 
questiona.^asked in court. If,hc or she 
refuscs'to do sOftheJudge may find the 
person tn "contempt of court" and order 
the person put in jail - perhaps until the 
person decides to answer thcqucstion. 

If the person's evidence may in- 
criminate him or her, ttie person may Jisk 
for the protection of tlic CanadaEvidence 
Act. That law says that any person f;ivcn 
the protection of the Act cannot have the 
evidence used against him or her Ina later 
criminal case (except on a charge of 
perjury). 



LAWYERS AND LEGALAOVICE 
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11. MISTAKE: You tell how good a 
criminal lawyer is solely by the number of 

cascsheorshewinsandtose.' 

THE LAW: IF you think along the lines 
of most television programs and7<3U 
define a ''win" only by a "not guilty*" 
decision.then you won't findany criminal 
lawyers- who- ore any good! Over ninety 
percent of people accused of a crime end 
up being convicted, either because they 
plead guilty or because they arc found 
guilty afteratrial. 
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A criminal lawyer's Job Is to represent 
clients to the best of his or her nbLUty, 
given the facts of each case. More often 
tlian not, the lawyer is trying to make the 
:3C5t of a bad situation. And so, a con- 
viction formonslaughtcr may bca"wln'\ 
because the original charge was murdcn 
Or a client sentenced to one ycarln prison 
may be thankful that it wasn't two years, 
and the lawyer may regard this as the 
best that could have been done for the 

client. 
In Judging theskillof a crlminallnwycr, 

there is more involved than Just adding up 
convictions and acquittals. 

12- MISTAKE: A lawyer is not 
necessary if a person knows he or she is 
guilty and wants to plead guilty. 

THE LAW: Everyone is entitled to 
consult a lawyer - and everyone shoold 
consult a lawyer to be sure of what the law 
is, and tofind out what can happen ifhe or 
she-pleads guUty or is found guilty after a 
trial, lawyers can advise accused per- 
sons of whether they have a defense, and 
of what facts about the person should be 
mentioned In court 

13, MISTAKE; People who feel guilty 
often arc not allowed by their lawyers to 
plead guilty. 

THE LAW: A lawyer's Job is to take 
instructions, not to Rive them. If a person 
wants to plead guilty, it is his .9r her 
privilege to do so - and to instruct the 
lawyer tlial way. If the lawyer is unable to 
accept the Instructions or if tlw client Is 
not able to accept the advice of the 
lawyer, eilbcroncof them may decldclo 
end their rolnlionship: the lawyer may 
refuse to act or the client may seek 
another lawyer. 

People sometimes confuse moral guilt 
with legal guilt. An accused person jnay 
feel iiullty about the event which rcsulU^d 
in a criminal charge, but the person may 
not be guilty In law. For example: a 
person may feel guilty about having been 
with someone who robbed another person. 
But the law says n person is hot 
necessarily guilty Just because he or she 
is present whcna crime is committed. 

One of a lawyer's duties to a client is to 
explain the law - and sometimes that 
Includes explaining the difference bet- 
ween moral and legal gullL 



„ 14. MISTAKE: Judges, police nn^l 
lawyen are "above the lawV.They^^ii do 
things that other people can't do And gel 
' away with it 

THE LAW: Everyone is subjectto the 
law.^A person cannot commit a criminal 
offence tike assault or fraud and g^ i^ way 
with it Just becai^e of his or hoc oc- 
cupation. 

All Judges, police and lawyers are 
accountable to other people (UkQ other 
Judges, police and lawyers! ) Just like 
Gveryoncclsctnour society. 

15. MISTAKE; Being arrested and 
questioned by the police is such an un- 
pleasant experience that it b always best 
to go to court and plead guilty as soon i^ 
possible • in order to avoid more un- 
pleasantness, 

THE LAW: For most people it is an 
embarrassing and fearful thing to be 
arrested by the police (especially if it is at 
one's own home) and it is often the desire 
of people who have been charged with 
breaking the law to "wont to get it over 
with" as soon as possible. This feeling is 
understandable, but it is not wise to make 
final decisions insucha state of mind. 

Every person is entitled in lawto obtain 
the advice of a lawyer and it is wise to do 
so as soon as possible if a person is 
charged * or is liable to be charged. 
Advice should be obtained no matter how 
hopeless thesituation may seem to be! 

IG. MISTAKE: A person should not 
plead guilty if there were good reasons 
why heorahe broke the law. 

TIIE LAW: Again we say that a person 
accused of a crime should obtain the 
advice of a lawyer. lawyers often find 
Uiat people confuse thequcstion of guilt or 
innocence with the question of sen- 
tencing. A person may have excellent 
reasons for having done something, but 
those reasons are in most (not all) cases 
separate from the law's first concern: is 
the person guilty or innocent of what he or 
she isaccuscd? Ifthc thing wasdone, then 
the law considers the reasons. 

For example: a drunk person drives his 
car in order togct someone ton hospltalin 
an emergency situation. He may very 
well be found guilty of impaired driving 
(if he were charged in the first place) but 
his reason for doing it might result in a 
verymoderatesentence. 

The explanation for breaking a law is 
usually called a "mitigating cir 
cumslance", 

CRIMINAL RECORDS 

17. MISTAKE: Any person charged 

with breaking the laws is fingerprinted 
andf^otographcd, 

THE LAW: The identification of 
Criminals Act of Canada savs that a 
person accused (not convicted) of an 
Indictable (more serious) criminal of- 
fence under the Criminal Code can be 
fingerprinted and photographed. Persons 
charged with summary convictions (less 
serious) offences under the Criminal 
Code or under other laws cannot be 
fingerprinted or photographed unless 
they agree toil. 

IB MISTAKE: The law docs not allow 
a person to be discriminated against 
becauseof a crimlnalrecord— especially 
if the record is made up of minor matters. 

THE LAW; There, are laws forbidding 
discrimination based on r^ce., sex, 
religion and so on. But there is no law 
forbidding discrimination based on a 
criminal record. For example: a person 
might not get a job or be able to rent a 
house because of his or her criminal 

record 

A crlmmal record can be erased by the 
granting of a pardon. Tlie pardon must be 
applied forby Uie person witlj a record. 

POLICE POWERS 
AND PROCEDURES 



19. MISTAKE: When the police say 
'iVou'll have to come with me" there is no 

cholcd about going. 

THE LAW saySvin effect that the pollre 

cannot insist oo a pezjton going with thfen^^ 

unless the person isunder^rrest. The 

person has the right tp be told that he or 

she is under arrestandftfliere the 
reasons isn't obvious) the reason why. 



^. MISTAKETEvcrypersonarrested 
by the police is entitled to one telephom 

calL 

THE LAW: Whether or not a person in 
police custody b allowed a telephoae call 
is pretty well up to the police. Thereia no 
law requirin^it. 

In breathaTyzcr cases, there ace court 
deebions which have establbhcd that a 
person can call a lawyer for advice before 
blowing into the machine. But a request to 
niake the call must be made to the police 
by the person. If the call is not then 
allowed, the pf^rson has a lawful excuse 
for refusing the test. But if the call b 
requested and refused and the test then 
taken, the restfltsc/tn be used Jn court. 

. 21. MISTAKE: Statements made to 
the police cannot be used In court unless 
the statements are written down and 

signed. 

THE L^W: Any statement made to the 
police whether spoken or written down — 
and whether signed or not — may be used 
In court at later time, if the judge is 
satisfied the slatcmcnl was made 
voluntarily. 

22. MISTAKE: livery person from 
whom the police wish to taice a slatcmcnl 
must be given the "police warning" or 
"caution": "You do not have to make a 
statement, but anything you say may be 
lakcn down in writing and us'jd at your 

IrialtV 
THE LAW: There is no law in Canada 

requirinfl thai the caution be (;ivcn but 

courts hiive often said it is prufenible that 

the wamint; be given to help make sure 

any statement given to the police is 

voluntary. 

23. MISTAKEiIf people are accused 
by the police orcharged withbreakini; the 
law, the people must be guilty. Innocent 
pcoplcarenot charged. 



THE LAW: Police, lawyers and Judf^es 
each have a particular Job to do. One oT 
the jobs of the police is to investigate 
possible crimes and to lay charges. 
Though they arc entitled to their own 
opinions, the job of the police Is not to 
decide whether people are guilty (that's 
the judge's Job) or to advise people 
whether to plead guilty (that's the 
lowyer'sjob). 

In our criminal law, a person is 
presumed innocent until proven guilty. 
The laying of a charge by thepolice is not, 
by itself, proof of guilt. The question of 
guilt or innocence is for tiie courts to 
decide. 



24. MISTAKE: All questioning; done 
by the police must be done at police 
headquarters. 

THE 1j\W: There is no law requirmg 
the police to do all questioning at a place 
of their choosing, but that's often the way 
it happens. It Is said to be more con- 
vunicnt for tlie jwlice to Uike suspects and 
witnesses to a police sl;ilion for 
questioning. Of course there is a 
psychological advantage m having a 
l>erson in one'sown territory. 

25. MISTAKE: The police havo the 
right to refuse to allow a person to consult 
liis law>'er until after they have finished 
questioning him. 

THK LAW: A person has a leijal right to 
the assisLinccond advice of counsel at the 
curliest possible opportunity. If the police 

refuse to allow the person to speak to hLs 
lawyer, that person is entitled to refuse to 
say anything at ail until he h;is been af- 
forded tJie opportunity of speaking with a 



lawyer.

Mcntalist Mike Mandel can create an 
uproar in any high school or coUege. 

Last month, during a Rycrson 
performance, Ave girls clawed him 
while he demonstrated the power of 
thought suggestion. 

Mandel suggested to female 
students that the fragrance of his after- 
shave lotion would drive them wild 
with an uncontrollable desire. 

Heaven help us if Madison Avenue 
ever taps his resotu^ccs, because the 
girls made a ferocious attack on 
Mandel. His microphone was knocked 
over in the scuffle and it took longer 
than he anticipated to release them 
from the suggestion. 

"A girl at a Catholic high school tore 
off my shirt," said Mandel, a 23-year* 
old Don Mills resident. 

Another trademark of his show- 
now becoming popular in Southern 
Ontario high schools— is the flying 
saucer suggestion. 

"At the end of my act I tcU them to 
go outside and they'll see two flying 
saucers over my head< Then, we have 
30 to 40 kids screaming about UFOs 
and someone calls the police and 
thcyVe all banging on the cruiser and 
pointing up at the sky/' 

Mandel says students are usually 
rolling with laughter on the floor while 
their peers cavort around the stage. 
Hc*s never had any complaints from 
staff or students. ' 

Mandel frequently bends metal- 
keys and utensils— by concentrating on 
an object. After a Kitchener radio 
show, the station got 300 letters from 
listeners who said their keys and 
spoons bent at horn c< One woman said 
her metal jewelry fell apart and there 
were reports of haywire clocks and 
malfuncLionin^ radios. 

One male mtcrviewer was so un- 
nerved when Mandel bent a key that he 
jumped up and ran around the radio 
station. 

Walter Rigobon, a student at Emery 
Collegiate in North York, was certain 
t^t Mandel was John Wayne. 

"I still can't believe it but he made 

me sec John Wayne. He walked and 
talked just like Wayne and I shouted, 
*Hey John Wayne' and shook bands." 

Mandel has be<M)mc so popular m 
high schools that rock bands are 
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Hghting to have htm as an opening act. 
He's opened for Bond, Max Webister, 
Garflefd, Moxy and Foot in Cold Water.

Mandel, a Star Trek trivia expert, 
has some pretty heady stuff in store for 
an audience he refers to as "the record- 
buying puhlic.'* 

"I'm planning a space-age mcntalist 
show in wiiich Uie human mind will be 
the theatre," he said. 

The act will include electronic music 
like Tomita's Snowflakes Are Dancing, 
fog and a Star Trek setting. 

"1 don't want to be thought of as a 
psychic or witch. 1 want my act to be 
pure entertainment. 

Despite his youth, Mandel has an 
amazing history. As a youth he read 
more than 150 books on the occult and 
at the age of 19 he gained publicity as 

the Hi^ Priest of Toronto's Wicca 
Coven of the Family of Our Lady. 

At that Ume (Oct. 25, 1972) Mandel 
told Mirror reporter Chris Wall that 
he'd been burned at the stake and 
hanged by the neck in former lives. 

He published a worldwide witches' 
newsletter and was a practitioner of 
wtute magic. Sometimes he'd cast 
spells for young girls wanting to attract 
a certain man. 

Today, Mandel has left the coven 
and tends to reject most witches as a 
"t>unch of loonies". 

Although he's working fairly 
regularly, Mandel (his name off stage 
is Peacock) spends a lot of time 
reading and trying new acts of mcn- 
talism. Ri^t now he*s developing his 
ability to identify an object held out in 
front of him while he's blindfolded. 

Sherlock Holmes is one of his 
favorite characters ; sometimes he 
tramps around in a Deer Stalker hat 
and a calabash ^ipc. 

Before working full-time as a 
mcntalist, Mandel was employed as a 
•jdirectory assistance operator for Bell 
* Canada.
